Texan Pecan Crop. 
Heretofore the peean crop, aH a sonroe 
of revenue, has attracted but little at- 
tention. No care whatever has been 
ta>keD with the trees; ia fact, in many 
localities trees fifty to 100 years old hare 
been rut down solely to obtain the nnts. 
Before the civil war the export from the 
port of Indianola alone was reported at 
$100,000; now it is estimated that the 
amount actually githered exceeds $2,- 
000, (XK) in value. With proper care of 
th^ trees and systematic gStheriiigbfthe 
crop it is l)elieved that $10,000,000 could 
be realized annually. Millions of bi^h • 
els are lost ever^ year by falling on the 
ground and rotting or devoured by hogs, 
squirrels, turkeys and other animals and 
birds. Except in inclosed pastiures no 
daim is made by the owners of the land 
to the fruitage of the trees. Mexicans 
and negroes are the ^>ecan gatherers, and 
in some disiriete white children, — Tex<u

makes an nflidavit to it. 

Your correspcndent hCird this news 
as it Mpidly Hew around town to-day. and 
he proceeded to run it down, and fonnd 
out that there was some truth about it. 
The man who took Ellis' allej?ed afTidavit 
was found, and refused to disclose any 
any thing about it. A mail who had seen 
the paper was then fonnci, and- he furn- 
ished these facts about it : 

"For several days, or rather nights, 
Ellis has been seeing ghosts and other vis- 
ions. He says he nas seen on three oc- 
Cifions the forms of his victims, with the 
dreadful wounds from which the blood 
was flowinsr, enter his cell and stood by 
his bed, telling him to tell the truth or he 
wonld surely go to .the devil, and that 
these apparitions have so worked on him 
as to make bis mind once more clear and 
bring back his former reason. He says 
the spirits told him that if he wouM tell 
the truth about the matter they would 
haunt him no more. 8o he proceeds, with 
the aid of an afTidavit, to tell that Neal 
and Craft are innocent of the m'lrder ; that 
he and two ne-^roes whom be hi red are the 
real mur lerCr.s; that on the night of the 
murder they nil went to the house of the 
victims, and after outraging them, killed 
them, the negroes holding them down 
while he murdered them. After they had 
committed their hellish work they were 
creeping away from the house, wheit they 
suddenly came upon Neal an(i Craft, who 
were goint; towards the residence of the 
victims. They hid in the bushes until 
these two had passed, when it occtirred to 
him to fix the crime on them ! ThMt be 
then left the negroes and fell in with Neal 
and Craft, and persuaded them to go with 
him to a house where some damsels of 
easy virtue resided, and on their way he 
persuaded them to creep tiirou^h the 
fence and pass around and away from the 
house wliere he just tommitted liis crime 
in order that they might not be seen. That 
after arriving at t!io plasie tliey worn in 
search ol, he, after remaining awhile, left 
on some excuse, and going to Neal's house, 
S'.icceeded in stealing a coat that Neal had 
worn that day, and going back to his vic- 
tims smeared the coat with their bleod, 
and then hid it where he thought it would 
soon be found.
